Supply Line and Imperils Army in 
Argonne. 


London, 
Get. 
8.—Charging

I heil artillery had shattered tile Ger­ 
man trenches, 
the 
French infantry 
captured by assault the village of Ta 
bure, in Champagne, aud pushing be­ 
yond real lied the summit of Tallure 
hill, About 2uu feet high, a supporting 
point in tile foe's seeond line. 
Tremendous losses were sustained 
by tile Germans in efforts to retake 
the positions, according to an official 
statem ent issued by the French war 
office. 
Furious counter assaults were 
launched, but all w-cre repulsed, the
